«vantage, and to direct their ,policy towards 
"maintaining the integrity of China.” This

Great” Britain: and; Germany « throughout. 
“Should any Power utilise the complication:

has already utilised the present eomplic 
tions to obtain for herself distinct. territoriat 
advantages, Rusuia has annexed the south 
hank of the‘Amur River with every appear- 
ance of official sanction, Tho St. Petéra- 
burg Government, for ell its previous 
protestations of disinterestedness, has not 
repudiated this act of violent rapacity, If 
the Anglo-German Agreement is not to be 
entirely nugatory a circumstance has arisen 
calling for the preliminary ‘understanding

saw n Chinaman secrete some canvas in a coil | 


of rope, which he cov cored up. When arrested 
he was notat a oss for an excnse; he said a 
«mall boy nd riven it to him, Ho war yestor- 
day sentended to one month's hard labour. 


A commotion was caused on board the U.S. 
monitor Monforey on Sunday afternoon by 1 
fire which broke ont in the electrie-light room. 
Five of the crew who were down below narrowly 
escnped being suffocated. Some dock employees 
and the ship's crew.soon extinguished the flames. 
the cause of the fire and the damage have not 
yet been ascertained. 


The coolies at Kowloon who have been work- 
ing dirchargifig lighters at the wharves now 
demand 2 cont for every two barkets of material 
they ccnvey from the lighter to the dumping 
ground, This is about 300 per cent. more than 
[they have been receiving, and ng_the builders 
have refused them the increase, the coolies have 
intimated their ‘intention to strike work this 
morning. 


A district’ watchman named Fung Kwo was 
yesterda, sentenced to six weeks’ imprixonment 
for assaulting Chinero constable 163, Tang I. 
when in the execution of his duty, It seems 
that the constable, who was in plain clothes, had 
two gamblers in his custedy when the defendant 
came up and raid, “These two are my friends, 
don’t arrest them, if you do I'll arrest you!" 


The constable replied that he would not let them, 


off, upon which the defendant struck hin. . 


Varvest Thanksgiving Services were held 
on Sunday at St, Peter's Seamen's Church, and

+ Geological Survey of India, has written a report 


of an interesting’ find of iron-ore, associated 
with limestone, along the -Mandaluy-Kunlon 
Ferry route. Mr, Datta says: * There is no 
doubt that itis very rich stuff, but the ground 
around and about the hills must be a little more, 
cleared before one could estimate, with any de- 
uree of certainty, us to the quantity of the ore 
here, which is apparently largo.” Ferruginous 
rock was also met with by Mr. Datta in two 
places near the Wetwin village, about the 55th 
mile-post on the cart-rond, und again about three 
miles south-west of Maymyo on the Mundalay- 
Lushio road,” 


Some, alarm has been aroused in Java by the 
Chineso there exercising lately, reports ‘the 
Straits Times, ina striking manner their power 
of combination. At Sumarang this was shown 
when, at a performance of Hurmiston's Circus, 
Mr. Love, the maneger, called a Chinaman who 
had bought a ticket to book for obstruction in 
the tent. The result was such rcsontment that 
no Chinaman would vigit the cireus. The Chi- 
nese boycott then murred the circus at Solo, an 
interior town: at other places visited by the 
circus the Chinese to a man shanned the per- 
formances. “This has atarted the cry of the 
Yellow Peril in Juva. The circus incident i8 
held to point to the existence in Java of a 
secret Chincse organisation, the members of 
which are kept under strict discipline,

jApparently everything in the islands except | 
the Commission andthe Custcm House has stop- |. 


ped working, pending tho result of the Presi 
dential elections, Perhaps it would be’ more 
correct if I coupled tho insurgont army with 
the Commission, for certainly ihe “bruwn men”. 
have been‘ active enough of late to suit the most 
warlike of Filipinos. In o large part of: the 
ocenpied -territory the Americuns are doing 
practically nothing. Perhaps there is little or 


nothing to do in many of the garrisons, in view 


of the small number of their men. except to sit 
down and attend to their own sgoals, as the in- 
surrectos may takes it into’their heads to come 
dribbling around, and make a few points in the 
game¢, just to shuw that there is no ill. feeling. 
This morning J was talking to-» man who 
recently came up frem the Cogayan district 
of Mindanao, which placo ia destined to be-- 
come of‘ considerable commercial importance’ 
In speaking of the situation there, he said that 


“the soldiers were chiefly occupied in the plea- 


sant pastime of following tho sun around their 
‘barracks, and that there had teen little or 
nothing in the way of military operations for 
some time past. Occusionally, when the in- 
surgents became bold and shot up the town 
a little, the troops started out with noiro und 
show snd hunted around the country for a 
while; but they seldom accomplished much in 
the way of punishing the enemy. However, & 
short time ago they managed to -kag an in” 
fiuential native cfficer, and perhaps they are 
resting cn their laurele, At any rate the’ 
Filipinos dhought that the Americans were 
becoming too troublesome, and they promptly 
set out and cut down an important bridge so 
that the line of travel in that part of the coun- 
try is now broken; so far nothing has been 
done towards repuiring the bridge. 
NORTH CENTRAL LUZON. 

Tho recent success of the insurgents in the 
vicinity of Cabanatuan, in North Central Luzon, 
has started them off in that district again, and 
the surrounding country has been suffering 
from frequent raids as a consequence. The 
twenty men of the 24th, Infantry who were 
captured theres fortnight ago, urestillunrescued, 
and sre in all probability rambling over, the 
mountains to the tune of a ‘Filipino band. 
FIFTY-OFE AMERICAN PBISONERS RESCUED ON 

MARINDUQUE ISLAND.

THE GENERAL ELECTION. , 


A-CROP OF ELECTIONERRING SPEECHES,’ 

s London, 24th September. 
The “Marguis of Salisbury, the Premier, has 
iesued an address to the electors of Great. Britain 
and Ireland. He utters a grave warning to 


-the electors of the danger of. abstaining from 


yoting. at the elections. Referring to South 
Africa, the Premier states that the Impcrial 
power ovyor the republics of the Transvaal and 
the Orange Fres State wns unwisely relingnished 
in the past, and it aust now be rebuilt on dur- 
able foundations. The annexed territory will 
in due time enjoy tho advantages of the beniy- 
nant colonial policy of Groat: Britain. The 
length of thé interval before that policy ix ex-. 
tended to them will depend on the inkubitants, 
whose steudy submission to British rule cannot 
be expected unless the-strength of the Govern- 
ment is sufficient te convince them that persis- 
tent resistance or agitation. is hopeless. 

All recent troubles in South Africa, Lord 
Salisbury says, traconble to » shift of, 
Parlismentary opinion in Great Britain. at a 
critical moment. In mukihg reference to the 
defences, Lord Salisbury affirms that strong 
Parliamentary support is needed to enable the 
Government) to remove the defects of, the 
military systefn, “The Premier iilso states that 
it is difficult to overestimate the complexity of 
the Chinn question, 2 

Mr. Chamberlain's nddress to tho cléctors of: 
West. Birmingham on Saturday night. was a 
Hotable fighting’ speech, Mr. Chamborlain 
insisted that the task of quenching the embers 
of tho war in Sonth Africa, of- reconciling 
races, of punishing. the guilty, and of rewar 
ing those who remained loyal to the Empir 
royiired not a normal majority in the now 
House of Commons for the Government but an 
overwhelming majority, showing that the coun- 
try was united and would not finch from the 
position which the Government hud taken, 

In his speech Mr. -Chamberlain justified an 
appeal to the country in the midst of one of the 
groatest criees of the Empire. Had the Go- 
yernment, ho, said, considered party intorests 
alone it ‘would not have appealed to the country 
while the soldiers were still ot the front and 
were'thus unublo to record thoir votes. Would 
the soldiers, he asked, have yoted for the Little 
Englanders whose reptile press ‘traduced great 
men, acewsing them of inhumanity and oppres- 
sion.. ‘Lhe settlement of South Africa must be 
worthy of the sacrifites which all classes hed 
made. Would patriots ontrust such .a sottlo- 
ment. to that congeries of antayonistic elements 
calling itself the Liberal party ? 

Lord Rosebery, in writing to Captain Lamb- 
ton, one of the Liberal candidates for .Now- 
castle-on-Tyno, said that in the present situa- 
tion of the world he would vote for almost any: 
strong Administration. The present Adminis- 
tration, he suid, was strong only in votes; 
othorwise it waa tho weakest in his recollection. | 
It had noglectod social legislation, and it had 
alicnated foreign nations. Lord Rosebery .re- 
commonds that a firm and conciliatory foreign 
policy should be adopted. 

London, 25th September. 

Mr. A, J. Balfour, First Lord of the Trea- 
sury, in addressing the oloctors of East ‘Man- 
chester last night, seid that the actnel war in 
South Africa undertaken by Great Britain and 
her colonies had been conclusively ‘settled. 
The issue before the electors was cloar 
out. It was, who was to be entrusted with 
making a final, thorough, and pormancnt settlo- 
ment of South Africa? Tho Liberals, Mr. 
Balfour said, would have: preferred to fritter 
away thoir attention on many trivial contro- 
versies and broken issues suiting a broken party. 
The task of making a final settlement of South 
Africa demanded all the strength which tho 
country could give a united and consistent 
Government; byt euch a sottlomont would prove 
tenfold more difficult to the’ Liberals, whose 
utterances were manifold and inconélusive, 
enconraging the Boers with the hope of mis- 
chiovous concessions, . i 

Mr. St. John Brodrick, Purliamentary 
Seeretary for Foreign Attairs, in sponking at 
Cranleigh, said that, if the country reduced the 
majority of the Government in the Houro of 
Commons, it would nullify the work of the 
soldiers in- South Africa, and would make the 
settlement merely temporury. % 

Earl Carrington has issued a manifesto to the 
eastern countries. He states that 4 strong and 
patriotic Governmont is wanted. Foreign Go- 
vornments were friendly when the Liberals 
were in power; but so disagreeable had foreign 
Governments become during the Jast years, that 
British interests had been sacrified in Tunis, in 
Madngusear, tnd in Siam. Ministars, Lord 
Carrington says,. had to be vigorously ridden 
with spurs: by Lord Rosebery to-compel them 
to stand firm’on tho: Fashoda question. Lord 
Carrington further declares that Great Britain's 
honour in South Africa has only been saved by 
her soldier statesman, Lord -Roljerta;: by her 
brave. uncomplaining and ill-eqiiippad. troops, 
and by the grand response of the colonies to the 
call of the Empire, : 

Tho Duke of Devonshire, the Lord President 
of the Council, has made a vigoroul reply to the 
programme put forth by Lord Rosebery. The 
Duke of Devonshire said that now, Lord Rose- 
bery had withdrawn from taking a leading part 
in the Liberal party, it would ho difficult to dis- 
cover Lord Rosebery’s, ideal of a Liberal states- 
man representing practical logislation combined 
with a firm foreign policy.
